Sev eral Activ ities 
A ty pical v isit might in­ 
clude special conferences with

and aims with the school’s 
science teacher, an assembly 
speech or demonstrations and 
lectures to science classes. 
Last y ear’s v isiting scien­ 
tist programs reached 19,38 8 
persons, the majority —17,920 
—students, in towns and cities 
from Scottsbluff to Omaha. 
The smaller high school, lo­ 
cated in a town some distance 
from institutions of h i g h e r 
learning probably benefits the 
most from the far-ranging 
speaker program. Not on l y 
does the v isit spur interest in 
scientific fields by students, 
but it giv es them a tie with 
one of the state’s colleges or 
univ ersities whi c h 
offers 
courses in this field. 
Benefits of the program are 
hard to assess, academy of­ 
ficials admit, but participants 
recipient school officials 
a ^« e that there’s certainly no 
harm done by widening the 
horizons of students with a 
scientific bent, and incidental­ 
ly , acquainting them with the 
opportunities for education and 
careers in their own h om e 
state.

Stromer Eyes Hike In 
Politicians' F iling F ees

Sen. Marv in E. Stromer of 
Lincoln is considering intro­ 
ducing a legislativ e bill which 
would boost filing fees f or 
major offices in order to as­ 
sure that 
candidates a r e 
“ serious and intent 
seeking election. 
Stromer has compiled in­ 
formation from other states 
which indicates that either of 
two paths might be followed 
in such a bill. 
Sev eral states lev y filing 
fees on a basis of a speci­ 
fied percentage of the office’s 
annual salary . Among then: 
Florida, Kansas, New Mex ico, 
North Carolina and Ohio. 
Specific Fees 
Other states impose specif­ 
ic fees — up to $1,0(X) for 
candidates for the U.S. Sen­ 
ate and state offices in Tex as. 
Stromer said he is “ lean­ 
ing at this time toward a flat 
fee.” 
He has in mind increases 
for U.S. senator, from $50 to 
$100; for U.S. representativ e, 
from $10 to $100; for gov er­ 
nor, from $10 to $100; for 
lieutenant gov ernor, from $10 
to $50; for other constitution­ 
al state officers, from $10 to 
$25; for members of the Legis­ 
lature, from $10 to $25. 


“ It most certainly w ou l d 
not be my intention to penal­ 
ize any one who wishes to run 
for important public office,” 
Stromer said. 
“ Nev ertheless, filing fees 
such as this would assure the 
public that candidates a r e 
about I serious and intent in seeking 
the office.” 
Filing fees for major offices 
in Nebraska hav e not b e e n 
rev iewed in some time, t h e 
Lincoln lawmaker pointed out, 
ev en though the costs of elec­ 
tions hav e increased. 
May Help 
“ This may be one way of 
helping the counties obv iate 
some of their election ex ­ 
penses,” Stromer noted. 
Filing fees are paid to coun­ 
ty treasurers for use in the 
county general fund. 
Of the states contained in 
Stromer’s research, Minne­ 
sota would compare 
m os t 
closely with the senator’s sug­ 
gested fees. That state lev ies, 
$150 for U.S. Senate aspirants, 
$100 for gubernatorial a n d 
congressional hopefuls, and 
$20 for members of the state 
legislature. 
Most candidates in Kansas 
and North Carolina pay 1% 
of their annual salary , and 
the charge is generally 3% in 
Florida and New Mex ico.

Mercu ry 
Rises, But 
Will Drop 


After a full day ’s respite 
from the sub-zero tempera­ 
tures, a new cold front push­ 
ing into Nebraska from th e 
north is ex pected to shrink 
the mercury again on Mon­ 
day . 
Highs are to drop from Sun­ 
day ’s readings in the 20s at 
numerous points around t h e 
state to highs generally near 
10 under mostly cloudy sides. 
Sunday ’s highs were 10 to 15 
degrees warmer than ex pect­ 
ed. 
Only precipitation ex pected 
Monday is some scattered 
l i g h t snow in the ex treme 
eastern portion. The 
p a s t 
week’s bounty , howev er, re­ 
mains at depths of 3 to 6 
inches ov er most of the state. 
Winds up to 45 m.p.h. were 
recorded in western Nebras­ 
ka Sunday , but there was no 
appreciable drifting on th e 
highway s, according to t h e 
Safety Patrol. Traffic w a s 
reported mov ing throughout 
the state, only slightly hin­ 
dered by some patches of 
packed snow.

Scottsbluff (JPl — Two men 
were killed and two others in­ 
jured in a two-car headon col­ 
lision Saturday night 25 miles 
north of Mitchell on 
State 
Highway 29. 
The dead were identified as 
Homer L. Dillard, 38 , Sidney , 
and Paul W. Holquin, 24, of 
Worland, Wy o. 
Two passengers in the Hol­ 
quin car were in good condi­ 
tion Sunday at a Scottsbluff 
hospital. They were 
George 
Hardiman, 25, and D on a l d 
Pickett, 30, both of Casper, 
Wy o. 
State Trooper Stewart Corns 
of Scottsbluff said the acci­ 
dent happened sometime be­ 
fore 8 :30 p.m. (MST) on an 
unimprov ed section of th e 
highway . The two injured men 
walked from the scene of the 
accident about IMj miles to 
the J im Elliott ranch. 
Elliott said temperatures 
were 15 to 20 degrees below 
zero and the men were “ half 
froze” when they arriv ed. 
The trooper said the cars 
met headon at the crest of 
a hill. Both driv ers w e r e 
pinned in the wreckage. 
The deaths raised the Ne­ 
braska traffic death toll for 
the y ear to 8 , compared to 11 
dead on this date one y ear 
ago.

Battl e Agai n 
I n Ri ver Del ta 
Saigon 
South Vietna­ 
mese forces clashed with the 
Viet Cong Sunday at almost 
the same spot as the bloody 
battle of J an. 2 in the Mekong 
Riv er delta, and at least 14 
enemy bodies were left be 
hind. 
Adv ance elements of a 2,- 
000-man gov ernment f or c e 
mov ed in darkness on the well 
entrenched enemy near th e 
hamlet of Ap Bac, 40 miles 
southwest of here. 
Helicopters were not used 
in the operation, ex cept for 
administrativ e flights. There 
were no .American casualties. 
The gov ernment forces suf­ 
fered casualties, but f e w e r 
than a dozen were reported 
killed. 'The number of gov ern­ 
ment wounded was not known 
immediately . 
As in the prev ious battle, 
the Viet Cong used automatic 
weapons from strategic posi­ 
tions in an effort to repel the 
gov ernment forces. 
The senior American adv is­ 
or to the Vietnamese 7th Div i­ 
sion, Lt. Col. J ohn P. Vann of 
El Paso, Tex ., said he felt 
the Viet Cong unit participat­ 
ing in the fight was not the 
same one that inflicted heav y 
h e a v y casualties on gov ern­ 
ment troops at Ap Bac J an.

The 60-y ear-old chief ex ecu­ 
tiv e of this little African slav e 
coast nation was shot dead 
just before dawn in the street 
outside th e U.S. Embassy 
building, where he seemed to 
be seeking refuge. 
U.S. Ambassador L o n B. 
Poullada said Oly mpio’s body , 
riddled by sev eral bullets, 
was found crumpled o n 1 y 3 
feet from the embassy ’s un­ 
locked gate. 
End of Neutral 
It was the end of an influ­ 
ential, London-educated neu­ 
tral praised by President Ken­ 
nedy while he was on an aid- 
seeking mission to Washing­ 
ton last March as “ an ex cep­ 
tional figure on the w o r Fd 
scene.” 
The killing followed months 
of tension between Oly mpio’s 
administration and President 
Kwame Nkrumah of neighbor­ 
ing Ghana, himself a target 
of sev eral bomb plots. Each 
accused the other of harbor- away . 


ing r e f u g e e s conspiring 
against their respectiv e 
re­ 
gimes. Each occasionally set 
up barriers to halt traffic 
across their common frontier. 
Reports in Ghana’s capital, 
Accra, indicated efforts were 
being made by two other Af­ 
rican nations to effect a rec­ 
onciliation meeting 
between 
Oly mpio and Nkrumah at the 
time of the assassination. 
Informed sources reported 
the interior and information 
ministers escaped the round­ 
up and that Health Minister 
J erson Kprochtra apparently 
was not taken into custody be­ 
cause of his association with 
a political organization con­ 
nected with the coup, t h e 
J uv ento Party . 
Captiv es Unhurt 
The informants said t h e 
captiv es were imprisoned, un­ 
harmed, at a military camp 
just outside Lome. The French 
press agency identified the in­ 
surgents as noncommissioned 
officers in the Togo army . It 
said they had freed all politi­ 
cal prisoners of the J uv ento 
Party . 
Ambassador Poullada, who 
is from San Diego, Calif., 
said all Americans and Europ­ 
eans in the capital are safe. 
He gav e this account: 
Gunfire broke out in v arious 
parts of Lome at about 2 a.m. 
The shooting continued spor­ 
adically for sev eral hours. 
J ust before dawn an embas­ 
sy official who liv es 
across 
the street from the embassy 
building heard shouting and 
gunfire in front of the embas­ 
sy gate. 
Wh6n dawn broke, officials 
found Oly mpio dead on t h e 
ground. 
The bloodstained body was 
mov ed into the embassy build­ 
ing.

Taos Man Found 
Frozen To Death 


Tao s, N.M. (UPI) - A 2 9- 
y ear-o ld man was fo und fro z­ 
en to death Sunday after he 
apparently became entang led 
in a barbed wire fence during 
the nig ht.

Science To The Rescue

Pursuing Th e 
Wonder 


Wh en y ou th ink about it, y ou migh t 
wonder wh y it is th at th ere would be any 
sh ortage of scientists. From th e time a 
ch ild begins to crawl about on th e floor, 
h e is ex p osed to 
one curiosity 
after anoth er 
and h is wonder about h is env ironment is 
nev er really satisfied. Th e first time h e 
p uUs someth ing down up on h is h ead, h e is 
likely to wonder as much about wh y it 
h urt as h e is about h ow much it h urts. 
But by th e time h e reach es adulth ood, h e 
h as become accustomed to h is ignorance 
and th at fact th at a blow on th e h ead 
h urts is all th at interests h im. 
If h e continued to wonder wh y th e blow 
h urt h im, h e migh t well end up in neurology 
or some oth er field of 
medical 
science. 
As 
th e ch ild watch es th e 
snow of winter melt 
away and th e grass 
turn green underfoot, h e wonders wh y it 
all h ap p ens. Again, by th e time h e be­ 
comes an adult h e h as learned to live with 
h is ignorance and h e is satisfied just to 
know th at wh en sp ring comes, th e grass 
will turn green. Wh y it h ap p ens h as be­ 
come irrelev ant for h im or h e may end 
up as a h orticulturist or a botanist. And 
with th e fascination of insects and animals 
th at move about, we could end up with a 
great surp lus of zoologists and entomolo­ 
gists if only th is fascination were not 
squelch ed by th e p ress of oth er th ings. 
But so it goes; wh at migh t h av e been 
will nev er be, th ey say , and even science 
cannot disp ute th at truism. Now and th en, 
h owever, science comes up with a little 
jewel th at sets th e minds of men at ease. 
A troubled mind is generally one p lagued 
by someth ing it cannot understand. 
To h av e an untroubled mind, of course, 
does not assume a knowledge of all th ings, 
but only such an infinite inkling of th ings 
as not ev en to stimulate th e p rocesses of 
comp reh ension. Some th ings, h owev er, are 
so common th at no man can go th rough 
life with out now and th en rising to th e bait 
of intellectual darkness. Such darkness will 
often h aunt one ev en th ough th e h op e of 
ev entual ligh t h as all but v anish ed. 
★ 
Th us it is th at we greeted with op en 
arms a column by Ly nn Poole of Joh ns 
Hop kins Univ ersity . Th e column was h ead­ 
ed “Science Making Progress On Secret Of 
Firefly Ligh t.” Avidly we p ursued th e docu­ 
ment because we h av e gone th rough many 
y ears wondering wh at it was th at made 
th e firefly , commonly known as a ligh tning 
bug, beh av e like a traffic caution ligh t. Ob­ 
viously , th e bug ran on an alternating cur­ 
rent but th at was little satisfaction. And 
alas, th e true situation is not ev en a p h y sical 
reaction at all but an enzy matic p rocess — 


a ch emical ch ange taking p lace in th e sub­ 
stance of th e firefly . And th e lowly ligh t­ 
ning bug migh t be given a much h igh er 
p lace in our society if it were realized by 
more p eop le th at th e study of h is strange 
beh av ior was known imp ressiv ely as bio­ 
luminescence. 
As an aside, we are also indebted to 
Mr. Poole for th e realization th at lucifer 
can mean someth ing good as well as some­ 
th ing bad. Th e word, in lower case, means 
“ bearer of ligh t” and is taken from ref­ 
erences to th e p lanet Venus wh en it is th e 
morning star. In up p er case, it ap p arently 
can be eith er th e p lanet Venus or th e vain 
leader of th e infamous p ack of fallen angels. 
From all of th is h av e come names for th e 
two substances involved in th e p rocess of 
bioluminescence. Th e two substances, ac­ 
cording to Mr. Poole, are called “luciferin” 
and “luciferase” and were so designated 
by a 19th century French p h y siologist 
named Rap h ael Dubois. 
★ 
It is rep orted th at work at Joh ns Hop ­ 
kins h as resulted in establish ing th e main 
step s in th e p rocess of bioluminescence, in 
measuring its efficiency and in identify ing 
its p rincip al substances. We also find th at 
th e p rocess is often a useful one, such as 
a mating signal for th e ligh tning h ug, and 
th at th e p rocess is common to quite a v arie­ 
ty of animals. 
Th e p rocess ap p arently evolved from a 
time wh en organisms used no ox y gen and 
th e ligh t reaction was a means of disp osing 
of th e p oisonous influence. As we said, th e 
article was greeted with op en arms. It was 
laid aside, h owev er, with resignation — res­ 
ignation to th e fact th e firefly ligh t still is 
not with in th e ligh t of our knowledge. 
And y et, th e information contained in 
th e rep ort is not a total loss. Just th ink 
h ow imp ressiv e y o u 
could be in th e p res­ 
ence of mix ed com­ 
p any wh en someone 
casually wonders wh at 
makes a ligh tning bug ligh t up . Well, y ou 
could ex p lain auth oritativ ely , th e p rocess of 
bioluminescence involved h ere is an enzy ­ 
matic one brough t about by th e ch emical 
reactions of luciferin and luciferase. You 
see, th e p rocess was a p art of early forms of 
life th at dep ended up on it for th e elimina­ 
tion of ox y gen wh ich , at th at time, was p oi­ 
sonous to th at life. 
If th is doesn’t imp ress y our guests, 
th en th ey just cannot be imp ressed. Th e 
only trouble is th at th e imp ression migh t 
be th at y ou, as th e say ing goes, are some 
kind of nut. Th e oth er p roblem is th at y ou 
would h av e to determine th e p ronunciation 
of th e terms involved and th is is as great 
a ch allenge as understanding th ose terms.

Th ere is no doubt but th at th e Dep art­ 
ment is “running worried” ov er th e out­ 
come of th e wh eat growers referendum on 
th e 1964 crop p rogram. And it is equally 
true th at a great many of th e p roducers 
are running worried, too. 
Secretary of Agriculture Orville Free­ 
man said at Omah a th at a defeat of th e 
sup p ort p rice, would result in a “ch aotic 
condition sufficient to sh atter th e h op es for 
p rosp erity in nearly ev ery county seat town 
in 10 to 15 major wh eat states. 
Wh at h e was say ing was th at unbridled 
p roduction would glut th e market, smash 
p rices and even result in some of th e wh eat 
finding no market at all. 
Th at is th e sp ecter th at faces th e p ro­ 
ducer. Mr. Freemen faces h is own sp ecter, 
too — one of seeing th e dam break on 
h is own p lans for decreasing th e surp lus 
and finally leading th e wh eat industry into 


a balanced market of equitable p ricing 
wh ich would reduce by th at much th e gov­ 
ernment’s h eavy cost of th e farm p ro­ 
gram. 
Th e resistance of th e p roducer is not 
so much in th e ch aracter th e p rogram as 
in its terms. Th e 1964 p rogram wants more 
land out of p roduction, less wh eat p ro­ 
duced at p rice incentiv es th e p roducer be­ 
lieves are more austere th an in th e p ast. 
In sh ort, h e is bargaining for better terms. 
Wh eth er h e will get th em is p roblematical. 
Th ere is a h ardening attitude in th e 
non-rural p art of country . It is th e p art 
wh ere most of th e p eop le live. It is an 
imp atient attitude wh ich defines th e farm 
p rogram as a gigantic p iece of feath er 
bedding. Prejudice is obliterating th e facts 
and is entering th e farm p roblem as a 
th ird force wh ich demands reckoning by 
both th e p roducer and th e Dep artment of 
Agriculture. Th e dilemma is a serious one.

In ch aracteristic fash ion. State Game 
Commission Director Mel Steen h as b u 11- 
dozed h imself into a h eap of trouble. Steen 
used a commission p ublication, “Outdoor 
Nebraska,” to attack a p rop osal now in 
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th e Legislature for th e creation of a sep ­ 
arate tourism office for th e state. 
Th e activ ity is now h andled by th e 
Game Commission. State senators h av e tak­ 
en ex cep tion to Steen’s use of th e mag­ 
azine for editorial p urp oses as we l l as 
with th e tone and attitude of h is p resenta­ 
tion. He argued th at th e ch ange would sub­ 
ject tourism to p artisan p olitics because of 
ap p ointment of th e director by th e gov­ 
ernor, th at it would cost more money and 
th at a ch ange was unwarranted in view of 
th e commendable job done in recent y ears 
by th e commission. 
It is unfortunate th at Steen is so p olit­ 
ically inep t because h is analy sis of th e situ­ 
ation h as a great deal of merit. Th e ch ange 
in th e tourism setup is one th at h olds p rom­ 
ise of little if any imp rov ement. As is th e 
case with so many th ings, th e p rop osal is 
anoth er skirmish with a sh adow wh ile th e 
real ch allenge goes unmet. 
Th e real ch allenge is in p rov iding th e 
funds necessary for tourism dev elop ment 
and we can make structural ch anges until 
we are blue in th e face and nev er get th e 
job done. Give Steen th e money and h e 
will do th e job. He h as h urt h is own cause, 
h owev er, with h is ill-advised use of th e mag­ 
azine. it can only be h op ed now th at th e 
Legislature sh ows more concern for th e im- 
l)ortant m atter of p arks and tourism th an 
for its p ersonal feelings about Steen.

Nehru: Truce Proposal 
To Go To Parliament 


New Delhi,

Prime Minister Nehru s ai d 
Sunday proposals of 6 so- 
called nonaligned nations for 
ending the Indian-Red Chinese 
dispute will be submitted to 
Parliament for decision. 
Nehru said the issue in­ 
v olv ed is so big t h at “ it 
should go to the representa­ 
tiv es of the people in Parlia­ 
ment.” Nehru also said that; 
despite Peking’s “ positiv e re­ 
sponse” to the proposals, Red 
China has not y et agreed to 
them either. 
Parliament is not scheduled 
to meet before J an. 21 and 
apparently no Indian action 
can be ex pected before then. 
The Nehru gov ernment is us­ 
ing the time afforded by the 
Chinese-called cease-fire to re­ 
build its forces, badly routed 
by the communist offensiv e 
last fall.
